WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (UP)— 
President Truman said emphati- 
cally today that the Administra-

The President told reporters at 
his press conference that anything 
less than the program he and Sec- 
retary of State Marshall have out- 
lined to Congress would result in 
throwing money down a rat hole. 
Truman strongly rejected sug- 
Yested cuts in the $6,800,000,000 he 
requested for the first 15 months 
of the: Marshall plan. To reduce 
this absolutely-essential figure 
would be to change the plan from

Returns of unsold milk and milk 
products increased from 3300 units 
Jan. 20 to 12,600 units last Tues- 
day, Kerckhoff said. A unit is a 
quart of milk, buttermilk or choc- 
olate milk or a half-pint of cream. 

Today, the third and last day 
of the strike called by the federa- 
tion, was marked by continued in- 
crease in demand at groceries for 
canned and packaged milk, deal- 
ers reported. 

Kerckhoff in his statement said 
the heavy returns of milk were 
causing a “serious waste,” which 


would increase the dairy’s operat- 
ing cost and “probably defeat our | 
purpose which is to give the con- 


sumer the lowest price possible.“ 
Says Producers Will Suffer. 

He said also that producers 
would suffer, since they would 
have received the higher class 1 
price had the milk been sold in 
the original bottles. When re- 
turned the milk is reduced to the 
lower-priced class 2 status for 
conversion to ice cream, butter 
and powdered milk, Kerckhoff 
said. 

B. M. Lide, head of St. Louis 
Dairy Co., declined to discuss milk 
returns. 

The Consumer Federation, in a 
statement issued after a meeting 
today, commended St. Louisans 
for their co-operation in the strike 
and expressed regret that produc- 
ers and milk driver# had suffered 
losses as a result. 

Use of Canned Milk Urged. 

Urging consumers to continue 
using canned milk whenever pos- 
sible, the statement said “the

Decline Laid to Lower Charges for

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (UF) 
Average wholesale prices fell last 
week for the first time in 12 
weeks, the Department of Labor 
reported today. The decline was 
seven tenths of 1 per cent. 

As of Jan. 24, however, average 
wholesale prices were 17.2 per cént 
higher then late January of last 
year.

The department attributed last 
week’s drop in over-all wholesale 
prices to lower prices for farm 
products and fruits. Lower prices 
were reported for meat, sugar, 
eggs, fats and oils, ‘wheat, corn 
and rye. Over-all food prices at 
week's end were 13.8 per cent 
above a year earlier.

IN ERROR 15 HELD 
IN 00 BURGLARIES 


Sentenced to Two Three- 
Year Consecutive 
Terms, Freed After 
Serving Part of One.

Edward Emmett Elder, one of 
two former convicts who admitted 
to police that they had obtained 
$50,000 in 50 to 60 burglaries here 
since August, was released from 
the Missouri State Penitentiary 
last July because of an apparent 
clerical error on his commitment 
papers, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. | 

The error apparently was made 
by J. Fred Koenig, who acted as 
chief deputy in the office of Anton 
Schuler, clerk of the Circuit 
Court for’ Criminal Causes, a 
member of Schuler's staff said 
today. Koenig was released from 
his position by Schuler after the 
circuit judges refused to approve 
his appointment on the ground 
that he had been convicted of 
black market activities in liquor. 

On Elder's commitment papers, 
which were typewritten, was a 
statement that the two three-year 
terms should be served concur- 
rently. In the courtroom of Cir- 
cuit Judge David J, Murphy, how- 
ever, the record shows Elder's two 
three-year terms were to have 
been served consecutively. 

Circuit Judge James F. Nangle 
told the Post-Dispatch that in 
cases of this kind, the prisoner 
would be required to return to 
the penitentiary and serve out the 
term as ordered by the court. Ef- 
forts to reach Judge Murphy and 
Schuler were unsuccessful. 

Herman Loux, deputy clerk of 
Judge Murphy's former court, 


Division 12 sent a message to the 


state pentitentiary today correct- 
ing the, error on Elder’s papers. 
Meanwhile, the State Parole Board 
here issued a hold order against 
Elders, This order will preclude 
any attempt by Elder to go free 
on bond or to escape serving his 
sentence as ordered by the court. 

Records of the circuit court 
showed that Hider pleaded guilty 
of burglary in Judge Waldo C. 
Mayfield’s court on April 5, 1946, 
and was sentenced to three years. 
On the same day, he pleaded guil- 
ty of another burglary charge in 
Judge Murphy’s court. When 
Schuler, or one of his employes, 
wrote the committment papers 
they wrote the word “concurrent- 
ly” instead of “consecutively” and 
Elder served only seven twelfths 
of one three-year term before be- 
ing released from prison last July,

This was taken to mean that 
Senate Republicans will tone down 
the House measure to attract 
Democratic support.

Republicans — The .cut .would 
leave the Government enough rev- 

enue for an 11-billion payment on 
the public debt in the next two 
years. It would spur business, in- 
crease production and relieve the 
pinch of high prices on taxpayers. 

Democrats—Republicans are fig- 
uring wrong. A tax cut as big as 
$6,500,000,000 will force the Gov- 
ernment to borrow money, threat- 
en national security, and hamper 
the European recovery plan. 

Knutson Bill Provisions. 

The Knutson proposal would re- 
move about 7,000,000 low-income 
persons from the tax rolls. It 
would: 

1, Increase per-person exemp- 
tions from 3500 to $600 

2. Apply to all states the com- 
munity property principle under 
which husbands and wives may 
split the family income equally 
for tax reporting purposes. This 
holds high incomes in lower tax 
brackets. 

3. Give percentage cuts rang- 
ing from 30 per cent on taxes 
on the lowest incomes to 10 per 
cent in the upper brackets. 

4. Give special tax relief to el- 
derly persons and the blind.

“international inspection,” was 
sought. 

It was hoped that clarification 
might produce points of agree- 
ment or modification of Soviet de- 
mands, Debate centered on sec- 
tions of the Soviet paper setting 
forth principles on which machin- 
ery for world atom supervision 
should be erected. 

he majority report envisioned 
“very extensive powers of inspec- 
tion and search which enable the 
agency te visit any accessible 
place and provide appropriate pro- 
cedures applicable in certain spec- 
ified circumstances.” It specifies 
that.inspectors must be from all 
member nations to insure im- 
partiality. : 

The Soviet proposals, now being 
discussed paragraph by paragraph, 
stipulated that “the international 
control commission shall have its 


own inspectorial apparatus.” 

Sovict Views on Treaty. 
Duties and other functions “shall 
be determined by a special inter- 
national convention on atomic en- 
ergy control to be concluded in 
accordance with the convention on 
the prohibition of atomic weap- 
ons,” it was set forth. To insure 
efficiency, the Russians said the 
atomic contro] treaty must pro- 
vide: 

“(a) The international con- 
trol commission shall be com- 
posed of the representatives of 
states members of the Atomic 
Energy Commission—and may 
create such subsidiary organs 
which it finds necessary for the 
fulfillment of its functions, 

b) The I. C. C. shall establish 
its own rules of procedure. 

“(c) The personnel of the I.C. 
C. shall be selected on an inter- 
national basis. 

“(d) The LC.C, shall periodi- 
cally carry out inspection of fa- 
cilities for mining of atomic raw 
materials and for the production 
of atomic materials and atomic 
energy.” 

Although the Russian clauses 
were accepted as a statement of 
principle on which a system of in- 
spection should be founded, they 


contained at least two vague ref- 
erences. In clause (c), it was not 


clear whether the Russians meant 


that inspectors recruited on an in- 


ternational basis should function 
only in their own respective na- 
tions, or in any assigned area. 

A formal explanation previously 
submitted to the United Kingdom 
by the Soviet Union left clause 
(d) as indefinite as before. Asked 
if the term “periodic inspection” 
excluded the idea of continuous 
inspection, the Russian delegate 
wrote: 

“It provides for periodical in- 
spection of all facilities subject to 
inspection, from mines to plants 
for the production of nuclear fuel. 
Inspection should be of a periodi- 
ca] character both in the general 
field and in the application to spe- 
cial cases. 

“The inspection of a periodical 
character should not necessarily 
imply the carrying out of inspec- 
tion at regular intervals, fixed 
beforehand, Inspection can be car- 
ried out by the decision of the in- 
ternational control commission in 
compliance with the necessity.”

U.S. Cat Army to 


Rats Gets Humane Society’s OK 


War on Europe’s

A proposal of the American 
Feline Society to send an army 
of 1,000,000 tough alley cats abroad 
to kill rats now pilfering Europe's 
food reserves was approved today 
by the Humane Society of Mis- 
souri as a most humane method 
of getting rid of the excess feline 
population. 

Fritz K. Grolock, the Missouri 
society’s managing director, said 
“We'll be more than glad to co- 
operate. More than a dozen alley 
cats are brought to our shelter 
every day and we find we can 
place no more than 10 per cent of 
them. in homes. The remainder 


are quietly put to sleep.” 


Grolock said he would communi- 
cate at once with Robert L. Kon- 
dall, president of the feline so- 
ciety, which is planning to send 
abroad a token task force of some 
5000 cats as soon as possible. The 
cats would be released near dock 
areas and food distribution cen- 
ters, Kendall said. 

The need for cats in Europe was 
made known by a plea from the 
London Daily Mirror, which asked 


for “healthy and vigorous work} 


cats” for rat extermination work. 
Kendall said only back alley cats 
would be sent-—just the toughies.“ 
Grolock said his society could sup- 


for many 1 

Despite his misgivings, Tindall 
accepted the job. He told of @ 
visit to the sprawling institution 
before he toek over. “Such squalor 
and filth as existed in the cottages 
is hard to conceive,” he wrote, 
“Bathing facilities were crude. A 
long iron water pipe extended 
down the center of a cavern 
(basement) over a ditch in the 
floor of one cottage and water 
dripped slowly from holes in the 
pipe. This served about 40 boys, 
Bathing was a forgotten habit. 

“Sleeping quarters on the top 
floor were in the same filthy con- 
dition. Mattresses were soiled and 
crawling with vermin.” 

Great Strides Made. 

Inspection of the premises by 
the correspondent yeaterday 
showed that great strides toward 
cleaning up the place have been 
taken. The filth has been largely 
eliminated, bathing facilities have 
been improved and the “long iron. 
water pipe” has been removed, 
Sleeping quarters are neatly-kept, 
and although the dormitories are 
drab, they appear clean. The 
dormitories look like army bar- 
racks, although there is a great va- 
riety of bunks and they are crowd- 
ed together. Sheets are furnished 
now. 

“The attitude of the personnel,” 
Tindall continued in his diary, 
“was similar to that of the inmates, 
Steeped in brutality, they resented 
my coming. They resented hav- 
ing to clean the dormitories and 
resented abolition of corporal pun- 
ishment.”

BY JUSTICE. DEP. 


Supreme Court Is Asked 
for Quick Decision Be- 
cause 300 Wells Are 


Operating at Areas in 
Dispute. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (UP) — 
The Department of Justice asked 
the Supreme Court today to rule 

that the Federal Gov- 
ernment controls three oil-rich 
areas off the California coast. 
In a brief filed with the court, 


Attorney General Tom C. Clark % 


said an immediate decision is nec- 
essary because more than 300 oil 
wells are operating within or next 
to the disputed areas. 

The court last October decreed 
the Federal Government had 
“paramount rights” and “full do- 
minion” over the lands lying sea- 
ward of the low-water mark off 
the coast of California. However, 
the exact boundary dividing state 
and federal jurisdiction was left 
for later determination by the 
court, 

Pending such action, the De- 
partments of Justice and Interior 
and the State of California entered 
into “stipulations,” or common 
agreements. These provided that 
oil drilling contracts would be left 
undisturbed, with royalties going 
into escrow, and that the Govern- 
ment would make no claim to cer- 
tain harbor areas containing large 
investments in docks and other 
facilities. 

In the meantime, legislation has 
been introduced in Congress to 
give states ownership of the tide- 
lands. 

In today’s brief, the Justice De- 
partment asked for a decree spell- 
ing out the Federal Government's 
jurisdicition over the following 
areas: 
1. The Santa Barbara channel. 

California contends that because 

there are islands off the coast, 

this channel is in reality an 
inland waterway. The Govern- 
ment argues that it is “open sea” 
and thus comes under the scope 
of the Supreme Court’s decision. 

. 2. San Pedro Bay. The Gov- 
ernment agrees with the state 
that this area is not “open sea” 
but it asked the Supreme Court 
to limit state control to an area 
far to the east of the boundary 
asked for by California. 

3. That part of the coast from 
San Pedro Bay to Newport Bay. 
The Government said in its brief 
that the state apparently would 
regard this as part of San Pedro 
Bay. It asked the court specif- 
ically to spell out that this area 
belongs to the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


TRUMAN OPPOSES 
TIDELANDS WAIVER

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 — Con- 
Fressional supporters of new quit 
claim legislation that would re- 
nounce federal rights to oil-rich 
tidelands off California have 
failed in their efforts to win Pres- 
ident Truman's approval of the 
bill, the Post-Dispatch learned to- 
day. 
The President informed a 
spokesman for the congressional 
group that his position on tide- 
lands oi] is clear, now that the 
Supretae Court has held that the 
Federal government has para- 
mount rights of ownership. The 
administration, he said, will pro- 
ceed with its plan to execute the 
tribunal's ruling in every respect. 

The President conferred earlier 
this week with Attorney General 
Tom C. Clark and Interior Secre- 
tary J. A. Krug on the subject. 
It was learned that at this con- 
ference he approved of the main 
provisions of an administration 
bill, to be introduced shortly, set- 
ting forth the government’s policy 
for administration of the sub- 
merged lands. 

Last week Senator Tom Con- 
nally (Dem.), Texas, and Attorney 
General Price. Daniel of Texas vis- 
ited Truman to present arguments 
for his support of the quit claim 
legislation, being sponsored in the 
upper House by Connally and 18 
other Senators of both major par- 
ties. On emerging from the 
White House, Connally told re- 
porters he had “got comfort” from 
the chief executive, a remark that 
led California oil men to believe 
Truman had “switched sides” in 
their favor. 

Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch de- 
veloped that the President had 
not given any reason for Con- 
nally to hope for support. The 
quit claim bill, backed by a high- 
pressure lobby of ol] men and so- 
catied “states-righters” was 
passed in 1946 by Congress but 
vetoed by Truman. 

In his veto message, the Presi- 
dent said that the issue of own- 
ership was then before the Su- 
preme Court, which should be 
given the chance to decide it in 
due judicial process. 

He also asserted at that time 
that if the tidelands were found 
to belong to the Federal govern- 
ment, they should not be given 
away. The subsequent court rul- 
ing awarded the government para- 
mount rights of ownership.

The International Bank informed 
Congress today that confidential 
reports from European nations in-

A special International Bank 
study was submitted to the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
by John J. McCloy, bank presi- 
dent. He reported that the bank’s 
conclusion is that the 16 western 
European countries actually may 
need $7,600,000,000, compared with 
the Administration’s estimate of 
almost $6,800,000,000 for the first 
15-month period of the recovery 
program. 

Only yesterday Secretary of 
State Marshall reiterated his in- 
sistence on approval of the full 

800,000, 000 asked for by the ad- 
ministration for the first 15 
months. 


McCloy said his organization be- 
lieved the Administration's fig- 
ures, “far from being extravagant, 
provides rather a tight fit.” 

He disputed the Administra- 
tion’s estimate that Canada and 
South American nations can pro- 
vide $500,000,000 in credits to west- 
ern Europe. 

By implication, he disagreed 
sharply with former President 
Herbert Hoover, who has ex- 
— belief that up to $3,300,- 

000 in credits can be advanced 
for food purchases by Western 
Hemisphere countries, other than 
the United States.

FRENGH SEEK BAR

Banks Closed for 2 Days 
to Bar Speculation — 
Withdrawal Plan Runs 
Into Snag. 


PARIS, Jan. 29 (AP)—The Gov- 
ernment handed the National As- 
sembly a cabinet-approved bill to- 
day to withdraw all of France's 
5000-franc notes from circulation, 


and immediately ran into difficul- 
ties when the Assembly’s Finance 
Commission failed to approve it. 

The 5000-franc notes are worth 
about a billion dollars at the free 
exchange rate, or $1,542,000,000 at 
the new official export rate of 214 
francs to the dollar. The Govern- 
ment closed all banks and the 
stock exchange for two days to 
forestall speculation during debate 
on the measure. 

The Finance Commission's vote 
on the measure was a tie, 20-20. 
Premier Robert Schuman’s Gov- 
ernment demanded a second read- 
ing. The bill will go to the As- 
sembly with an unfavorable report 
if the commission maintains its 
stand on the second reading. 

Communists joined with rightist 
deputies in voting against the bill 
in the commigsion. However, a 
alight majority for the Govern- 
ment is believed possible when the 
bill goes to the Assembly. Some 
commission members who voted 
against the bill may abstain in 
the final Assembly vote. Schu- 
man has staked the life of his 
Government on his monetary pro- 
gram. 

Notes of 6000-franc denomina- 
tion, economists say, have been 
used extensively by speculators on 
the black market in currency and 
by hoarders, notably farmers. (A 
5000-franc note is worth about 
$23.50 at the present internal 
rate and about $15 on the free 
market. Its withdrawal is some- 
thing like the withdrawal of all 
$20 bills would be in the United 
States.)

WASHINGTON, Jan. 238 (UP)—

trol on meat as well as meat ra- 
tioning. He said rationing would 
be a step in the right direction

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (UP)— 
The man who pays the heaviest 
income taxes under present law 
stands to make the biggest gain in 
his “spendable income” under the 
8 Knutson tax reduction 

“Spendable income” is what's 
left after a taxpayer pays his fed- 
eral jncome taxes. 

Since a person with a big in- 
come pays proportionately much 
more taxes now than a person in a 
low income bracket, it follows that 
the high income man stands to 
benefit the most in dollars under 
tax reduction. 


The little man would get the 


biggest reduction in tax rates. But 
since only a little of his income is 
taken by taxes, the dollar benefit 
to him naturally would not be 


great,

Soviets Contend Reopen- 
ing of Mellaha Airfield 
in Libya Violates Ital- 


ian Treaty.

Russia has objected to the United 
States plans to reopen an air base 
in North Africa.

They declined to predict what 
the answer would be, but they 
stressed that the United States 
and Britain felt they had a legal 
right to put American-built Mella- 
ha airbase, near Tripoli, back in 
operation. 

The Moscow radio said Russia 
contended that United States oper- 
ation of the air field in the former 
Italian colony of Libya was con- 
trary to the terms of the Italian 
peace treaty. 

Quoting a Tass (Soviet news 
e dispatch, the broadcast 
said: 


“It was pointed out that recon- 
struction of the military airbase in 
Mellaha constituted an act di- 
rected in the first turn against 
the countries of the new democ- 
racy in Europe.” 

A United States Air Force an- 
nouncement in Frankfurt, Ger- 
many, Jan. 14 said the Mellaha 
base was to be used as a service 
stop for Air Transport Command 
planes in the Middle East. 

The Moscow radio said the 
American and British press 
“stressed the great military stra- 
tegic importance of this base, 
making possible the domination of 
the eastern and central Mediter- 
ranean.” 

Britain agreed to the American 
decision to restore the field to ac- 
tive service. The British have 
occupied Libya since 1943, Final

Co-operation of the St. Louis 
County Medical Society in investi- 
gation of “kickbacks” to doctors 
from eyeglass manufacturing 
houses and druggists here was 
voted last night by the society at 
a meeting at the St. Louis County 
Medical Center. 

The county medical group is the 
second such organization to offer 
support and co-operation to the 
Better Business Bureau of St. 
Louis, a subcommittee of which 
is making an inquiry to determine 
whether such an investigation 
would be a proper function of the 
bureau, 

The subcommittee met yester- 
day but made no decisions. Its 
report will be submitted to the 
bureau’s Executive Committee, 
which will decide whether or not 
to make a full-scale investigation 
of “kickbacks.” 

Following the announcement of 
the bureau’s action, Dr. T. E. San- 
ders, president of the St. Louis 
Ophthalmic Society, said the prac- 
tice of prescribing physicians ac- 
cepting “kickbacks” from optical 
stores is followed elsewhere, but 
he denied it is widespread in St. 
Louis. The ophthalmic society of- 
fered the bureau its support in 
any investigation it may sponsor. 

A resolution offering co-opera- 
tion was adopted unanimously by 
the county group. The resolution 
declared the society acceptance of 
the American Medical Association’s 
principles of ethics, which prohibit 
fee splitting and rebates of any 
kind.

ter and more food, although the 
cost has been held to 68 cents a 
day for each, Tindall asserted. 

When he took over he said, the 
boys looked unkept. Now they 
are issued tooth brushes and 
combs and they appear neat in 
army-type fatigue uniforms of 
herringbone twill. They wear the 
same uniform every day, how- 
ever. 

Four More Guards Needed. 

Earlier this month, Tindall 
wrote, “six boys broke out of E 
Company and escaped. They had 
a small file and cut a screen with 
an officer sitting only a few feet 
from them.” The guard was fired. 

“We should have at least four 
more officers but we haven't the 
money to hire them,” he con- 
tinued. 

A short time later, he wrote, 
“three E Company boys ran from 
the breakfast line. Three officers 
were in the line and a patrol car 
with an armed guard was nearby. 
They made no attempt to stop the 
boys. They are not interested in 
their work.” 

The next day a guard turned in 
his resignation, by request. He 
had been drinking heavily, some- 
times failed to appear for duty 
and did not know how to handle 
boys, Tindall recalled. 

Two Mental Cases. 

“The psychiatrist and the psy- 
chologist came over from Colum- 
bia for examination,” he wrote, 
a short time later, “I told them 
we had four mental cases that 
didn't belong here. There is no 
way to get rid of them. Two of 
them are suicidal. 

“Cunningham complained of be- 
ing beaten and stomped by Mr. 
M. I had him examined by a 
doctor and found out he had 
been kicked in the groin. Must 
get rid of M.“ 

Another form of brutality ap- 
peared in the diary the following 
day. “A boy ran from the G Com- 
pany line today,” he related. “He 
had been beaten by two other 
boys. He is a new arrival and 
they were putting pressure on 
him. The officer, again Mr. M., 
stood by and watched them. We 
moved the boy to another com- 


pany. 

“A boy in the hole (special tier 
of individual cells now closed) at- 
tempted suicide by cutting his 


wrist with a piece of glass he had 
broken from a window.” 

Another boy attempted suicide 
the next day, Jan. 16, Tindall 
wrote. 

“A 16-year-old boy, confined in 
the maximum custody unit (for 
troublemakers), cut his wrist in 
an attempt at suicide. He is not 
serious, We took 12 boys out of 
the unit. The are constant 
troublemakers who run away re- 
peatedly. 

„K. —— (an inmate) is a mental 
case I believe. He was afraid to 
go in the cell where Threlkeld was 
killed by Owens. He was afraid 
of Threlkeld’s ghost. 


“Donald Threlkeld, 14, was 
choked to death by Jerry Owens, 
17, last Aug. 31, ens is await- 
ing trial for murder.“ 


Returning to the constant prob- 
lem of personnel, Tindall wrote: 
“Our turnover in cottage masters 
is terrific. It is hard to get de- 
pendable men at the present rate 
of pay. They don’t stay long.” The 
guards receive $130 a month. 


The following day, Jan. 17, he 
wrote of hiring two new officers 
but said “they don't look like very 
good prospects.” 


That night, he related, “Ivy (a 
guard), on duty in E Company, 
evidently went to sleep on the 
job. The boys turned all the lights 
out and jerked open the door. Ten 
boys left about 7 p.m. The tem- 
perature was 10 degrees, A taxi 
driver brought in one. All the 
others got too cold and gave them- 
‘selves up. A pretty tough, dumb 
bunch of kids. We'll have to keep 
them locked up.” 

Still concerned about the short- 
age and incompetence of officers, 
Tindall wrote Jan. 18: We're 
always short of officers. Only had 
a full staff three days.” 

The same day a 17-year-old 
Negro ran away. “Not much 
trouble with colored boys,” Tindall 
noted in the diary. “The colored 
officers, with one exception, are 
a good group.” 

Two days after the killing of 
Barton, which resulted in much 
publicity, the superintendent 
wrote: “It looks like a lot of 
politicians are after my neck, [ 
had to fire M. He is scared to 
death of the boys. He told me my 
philosophy is all wrong. I'll soon 
find out. 

“We opened the maximum cus- 
tody unit in the basement of the 
administration building. Took 15 
boys from E Company after we 
heard they planned break tonight.”

Saturday, 
Jan. 31. Until that time no fur- 
ther statement will be forthcom- 
ing from the board.” 

Not Unanimous. 

In answer to a question, one 
member of the board agreed’ that 
not all members were Unanimous 
in their opinions on the course of 
action to be taken. Fred W. Nae- 
ter (Rep.), of Cape Girardeau, a 
member of the board, was not 
present at the meeting, but he 
agreed in releasing the announce- 
ment in a long distance telephone 
conversation with Chairman 
Wildeboor.

DISPUTE GROWS 
ON WHETHER BLACK

A statement by an assistant cu- 
rator of the Harvard Museum of 
Comparative Zoology that it is 
physically impossible for black 
bears to hibernate during the win- 
ter developed today into a. full- 
scale controversy, with most opin- 
ion, expert and otherwise, against 
the Harvard man. 

Attendants at the St. Louis Zoo, 
where the black bears have re- 
fused to hibernate, took issue with 
the curator, Dr. Charles P. Lyman, 
and were joined today by a Wash- 
ington University zoology pro- 
fessor, game officials in Wyoming 
and hunters in that state and 
Colorado. 

Dr. Hampton L. Carson, assist- 
ant professor of zoology at Wash- 
ington University, said the black 
bears hibernate in the northern 
part of their range.

oming Back? 


It cannot be for any other purpose. 


It cannot be to save grain. 


The use of corn for distilling does not deprive America or the 
world of a single slice of bread. 


As for wheat, the distilling industry uses less than one thou- 
sandth of one per cent of the total supply. 


So the purpose must be Prohibition. 


Even a school boy economist knows you do not save any 
‘grain when you restrict only one industry that uses about 1% 


FTER the first World War, Prohibition was slipped over 
on the people of the United States by propaganda, started 


during the war, that it was necessary as a war emergency. 


The fighting in World War II has been over for more than 
two years. Now many thoughtful people are wondering if we 
are threatened with Prohibition again. Certainly the dry propa- 
ganda mill is working overtime again, but it isn’t quite clear 
whether the 1948 party line is that Prohibition is necessary 
because the last war is not over, or because there is a third World 
War just around the corner. 


In any event, the Congress is being asked to extend legislation 
to restrict distillers to a few days’ grain supply each month.

This is true because restricting one industry’s 1 per cent sounds 
a warning to the users of the other 99 per cent of the possibility 
of allocation in their industries and actually encourages them— 
in the absence of any restriction—to process or pile up as much 
grain as they can. Just tell anybody that-something is going to 
be scarce, and he will buy more than he normally uses. 


The fact that grain could be distilled anywhere in the whole 
wide world including countries which import our American 
yrain—while American distilleries were shut down proves that 
ours was the only country that fell for such economic nonsense. 


No other country is destroying a source of governmental rev- 
enue big enough to pay half the cost of the Marshall plan. 


No other country is destroying an industry employing, directly 
and indirectly, more than two million of its citizens. 


The claim that the restriction of American distillers has any 
humanitarian or economic basis is dry propaganda—and nothing 


It might be hard to persuade the American workers who are 


If the American distilling industry were unrestricted it would 
use at the most as we have said, less than 1 per cent of the grain. 
The Secretary of Agriculture has issued an order, now in effect, 
cutting this down to H of 1 per cent. This V of 1 per cent is 
supposed to save the world, yet the Secretary of Agriculture 
tells a committee of the Senate that we will have plenty of grain. 


But our processing of even this small amount of grain would 
not remove it from the food economy. Only the foreign gov- 
ernments seem to appreciate the fact that distilling not only 
keeps men and women employed, and adds to government 
revenue, but also results in by-product feed supplements which 
are returned to the food economy in the form of more meat, 


milk, butter, eggs, poultry and pork. 


Some say that at least 45 per cent of the grain we use is thus 
returned to the food economy in the form of animal feeds. And 
some say more than 100 per cent is returned in the feeding value 
of the vitamin-rich high- protein residue. 


As we said in the beginning —the restriction of American 
distillers can have no other purpose than prohibition! The 
dry propagandist will try to tell you that there is an enormous 
gallonage of whiskey in this country. Actually, all during the 
war, this industry converted all its facilities to making alcohol 
for ammunition and synthetic rubber. After the war it was 
closed down month after month on account of European needs 


for grain. 


The truth is that there is today in the United States just about 
one year’s supply of whiskey four years old, or older. The rest 
is green whiskey, not yet matured and ready for market. 


The distilling business needs no defense by us. The people and 
the Congress of the United States decided through the Twenty- 
First Amendment to the Constitution that it is a legal business 
and a recognized part of our economy. More than a hundred 
thousand American citizens invested their savings in this in- 


dustry on this assurance. 


Don't let anyone tell you that the distillers are against aid 
to Europe. 


Last year, this was the only industry that made a separate and 
voluntary contribution for the feeding of hungry people in other 
lands. The Distillers bought and paid for 20 million pounds of 
grain for Europe. 


From October 25th to December 25th, we shut down volun- 
tarily in answer to the plea that it would encourage others to 
make sacrifices.

These non-scheduled operators 
are estimated by CAB to carry 
only 2 per cent of all airline pas- 
sengers, but last year 37 persons 
were killed in four crashes of non- 
scheduled transport planes. 


Revision of Laws Urged. 

Both the President's special 
Board on Air Safety and his Air 
Policy Commission recommended 
recently that the civil aviation 
laws be revised to give CAA and 
CAB more extensive powers over 
the operations of irregular air 
carriers, because of the safety 
problem they present. 

Airline Transport Carriers was 
operating under a letter of regis- 
tration issued by CAA, which has 
only the sketchiest sort of infor- 
mation about the company. About 
all that is known is the names of 
the officers and the fact that the 
company had three airplanes, Op- 
eration reports on file show that 
it has been active, with many 
flights on the West Coast and 
others to the East Coast and the 
Gulf Coast. 

The plane which crashed yester- 
day was carrying 28 Mexican na- 
tionals to the border, where they 
were to be deported. On this 
flight the plane was chartered to 
the Immigration Service. In nor- 
mal operation on scheduled air- 
lines the DC-3 carries 21 passen- 
gers. The fact that 28 were 
aboard the plane which crashed 
does not necessarily mean it was 
overloaded, because load is a mat- 
ter of weight and information is 
lacking here on the weight of the 
passengers and their baggage. 


Similar Crashes. 

But there have been, within the 
last year, two somewhat similar 
crashes of non-scheduled DC-3s 
which were overcrowded, if not 
overloaded. Three weeks ago a 
coastal airlines plane carrying 
Puerto Ricans from Newark to 
their homeland, fell near Savan- 
nah, Ga., killing 17 and injuring 
nine. In July of last year a Burke 
Airlines flight, also non-scheduled, 
cracked up in Florida,. killing 14 
of the 36 occupants. Here too, the 
passengers were Puerto Ricans, 

The Burke crash was cited in

the war the CAB, under a con- 
gressional injunction to foster the 
development of air commerce, had 
looked favorably on the efforts of 
Army and Navy flyers to set 
themselves up in business, some- 
times on a shoestring, with sur- 
plus military planes converted to 
civilian use. .

Landis Saw Need for Change, 

But Landis was also chairman 
of the President’s Air Safety 
Board, and by the time its report 
was ready last month, he was 
convinced there was need for a 
change in the law to bring these’ 
smal] companies, established by 
former G.I.s; under closer super- 
vision. 

That board reported: “Adequate 
control over the safety of contract 
operations cannot be accomplished

in the law itself is required to 
correct this situation, and the spe- 
cial board recommends that such 
a change be made.” 

The recommendation is likely to 
be concurred in by the joint Con- 
gressional Committee on Air Pol- 
icy, now in the last stages of its 
study of civil aviation. There isa 
possibility that at this session the 
whole structure of laws regulating 
civil flying and the administrative 
organization which supervises 
their enforcement may be re- 
written. The Air Policy Commis- 
sion proposed creation of a new 
department of civil aviation which 
would absorb the CAA and the 
safety functions of the CAB, Some 
members of the joint congres- 
sional committee are thinking 
along the same lines.

N the evening, we walked down through the village, and past the 


pond, to the clubhouse. As we 
across it, and there was music 


passed the little lake, a boat came 
in the boat, a curious music. The 


instruments were a balalaika, a little drum with a small cymbal, and 


a concertina, and this was the dance music of the village. 


The 


players moved across the lake in the boat, and landed in front of 


the clubhouse. 


It was quite a large building, 
the club. It had a small stage, and 
in front of the stage chess boards 
and checker boards, and then a 
dancing space, and then rows and 
rows of benches for spectators, 

There were very few people in 
the club when we went in, only 

a few chess players. We learned 
that the young people come back 
from the fields, and have their 
supper, and then rest for an hour, 
even sleep for an hour, before they 
come to the club. 

Stage Set for Play. 

The stage was set up for a little 
play that night. There were big 
pots of flowers on the table, and 
two chairs, and, upstege, a large 

rtrait of the President of the 

kranian Republic. 

The little three-piece orchestra 
came into the door, and set up its 
instruments, and began to play. 
Gradually the young people came 
in, strong girls in bare feet. Their 
faces were washed and shiny. 
Only a few young men came. 
There were very few young men. 

The girls began to dance to- 
gether. They wore bright print 
dresses, and head cloths of colored 
silk and wool, and their feet were 
almost invariably bare, And they 
danced with fury. The music had 
a rapid beat, accentuated by drum 
and cymbal. The bare feet beat 
the floor. The boys stood around 
and watched. 

Why Girls Dance With Girls. 
Finally we asked a girl why she 

did not dance with the boys, and 
she said: 

“They are good for marrying, 
but there are 30 few of them 
since the war that a girl only gets 
into trouble if she dances with 
them. And besides they are ae 
bashful.” 

And then she laughed and went 
back to her dancing. 

There were so few. of them, 
young men of marriageable age. 
There were very young boys, but 
the men who should have been 
there dancing with the girls were 
dead. 

The energy of these girls in un- 
believable. All day they had been 
working in the fields, since day- 
light in fact, and yet after one 
hour sleep they were prepared to 
dance all night. The men at the 
chess tables played on, unmoved 
and unbothered by the noise that 
went on about them. 

Meanwhile the company which 
was to play was preparing the 
stage, and Capa was setting up his 
lights to photograph the play. 

It seemed to us that the girls 
were a little impatient, when the 
music stopped. They did not want 
to stop dancing for the play. 

A Propaganda Play. 

It was a little propaganda play, 
and it was naive and charming. 
The story was as follows: 

There is a girl on a farm, but 
she is a lazy girl, and she does not 
want to work. She wants to go to 
a town, and paint her nails, and 
use lip-stick, and be decadent and 
degraded. 

As the play opens, she is en- 
gaged in an argument by a good 
girl, a girl who is a brigade leader, 
a girl who has been decorated for 
her great work in the fields. The 
decadent girl who wants to paint 
her nails slouches around the 
stage, and is obviously no good, 
whereas the other, the brigade 
leader girl, stands very straight 
with her hands at her sides and 
declaims her lines. 

The third member of the cast 18 
a heroic tractor driver, and the in- 
teresting thing is that he is really 
a tractor driver, and the play had 
been held up an hour and a half 
while he fixed the tractor he had 
been working with all day. The 


heroic tractor driver had one dra- 


matic trick, and only one, he de- 
livered his lines —4 back and 
forth across the stage, smoking 
cigarettes. 

Fight for Tractor Driver's Soul. 

Now the tractor driver is in love 
with the decadent girl who wants 
to paint her nails. He is really in 
love with her, and he is in grave 
danger of oe his soul to this 
nail-painting In fact, as the 
play progresses, it is obvious that 
he is almost ready to throw up his 
job driving a tractor, and helping 
the economy of the people, to 
move into a city, and get an apart- 
ment and live softly with the 
nail-painting girl. 

But the brigade leader girl, 
standing very straight, delivers 
a lecture to him. 

It does no good. He is obviously 
distraught, and he is very much in 
love with the slovenly no good girl. 

e doer not know what to do. 
Shall he give up the girl he loves, 
or shall he follow her to town and 
become a bum? 

Now the decadent girl goes off 
stage, leaving the brigade leader 
with the tractor driver. And the 
brigade leader, with feminine wile, 
tells the tractor driver that this 
girl does not really love him. She 
only wants to marry him because 
he is such an eminent tractor 
driver, end she would be soon sick 
of him. The tractor driver does 
not believe this; and so the bri- 

leader says with a flash of 
iration: 

“T have it. You pretend to make 
love to me, and when she sees us 
you will find how much she loves 


Idea It Works! 
This new idea is accepted. The 
nail-painter makes an entrance to 


find the tractor driver holding the 
brigade leader in his arms, and lo 
and behold, not what you would 
expect happens, for the slovenly 


will stay on the farm. 

She turns her fury on the bri- 
gade-leading girl, she says: 

“I will form my own brigade, 
not only you can be so eminent 
and decorated, I myself will be- 
come a brigade-leader and wear 
decorations,” 

This solves the tractor-driver’s 
problems, both amorous and eco- 
nomic, and the play closes with 
everybody feeling pretty good 
about the whole thing. 

Capa Breaks Up the Show, 

This ia the story of the play, 
but this is not how it really came 
off. The tractor-driver had only 
made four or five paces across 
the stage, and the story had only 
opened, when Capa discharged his 
flashlights to take his first pic- 
ture. This broke the play wide 
open. 

The nail-painting girl retired be- 
hind a bunch of ferns, and didn't 
come out for the rest of the 
scene. The tractor-driver forgot 
his lines. The brigade - leader 
stumbled, and tried to pick up the 
play, and failed. The rest of the 
play was done mostly by the 
prompter. 

It was done like an echo. From 
the prompter's box came a read 
line which was louder than the 
voices of the actors. The actors 
repeated the lines, so that one 
had a double version. Every time 
they nearly got their lines again, 
Capa set off new flashlights, and 
threw them. 


applauded wildly every time the 
fiashlights went off. 

The decadent girl's light nature 
was indicated both with red nail- 
polish and with strings of . glass 
beads and shiny jewelry. She be- 
came so nervous from the flash- 
lights that she broke her beads 
and spilled them all over the stage. 
The play completely fell apart, 
and was only completed by the 
prompter, who was also the school- 
teacher. 

Explanations. 

We wouldn't have known what 
it was about, except that she ex- 
plained it to us later. And the 
curtain was finally drawn with 
tumultuous applause. 

We had the feeling that the 
audience preferred this version to 
any they had seen of this play. 

When it was over, the audience 
sang two Ukranian songs. The 
girls wanted to dance. They were 
restless, and soon the orchestra 
took up its position again, and the 
whirling dances went on,

TRUMAN URGES RISE IN RANK 
FOR U.N. AIR FORCE GENERAL 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP)— 
President Truman recommended 
to the Senate yesterday that Maj. 
Gen. Hubert Reilly Harmon be 
given that rank permanently with 
a temporary rank of lieutenant 
general as senior Air Force mem- 
ber of the military and naval staff 
committee of the United Nations. 

Truman nominated 23 Air Force 
officers for promotion to perma- 
nent rank of major general, in- 
cluding these temporary lieutenant 
generals: Lauris Norstad, deputy 
chief of staff and director of plans 
and operations for the Air Force; 
Curtis Emerson Lemay, com- 
mander of United States Air 
Forces in Europe, and Nathan 
Farragut Twining, commander of 
the Alaskan theater.

Marshall was puzzled by certain features of the “Baruch plan” 
but, after the author explained them, decided that the major pro-

Marshall discovered that he had 
no particular exceptions to make 
with regard to Baruch's general 
intentions. 

That was disclosed by Marshall 
at a press conference late yes- 
terday afternoon. He declined to 
answer a question as to whether 
one of the recommendations 
puzzling him as Baruch’s sugges- 
tion for a defénse union of the 
16 Marshall plan nations, with a 
military guarantee by the United 
States against aggression. 

Marshall said he considered 
Baruch’s proposals on matters of 
internal economy to be outside the 
province of the Department of 
State. 

A ‘Think’ Organization. 

One of Baruch’s principles was 
that the State Department is not 
a “do” but a “think” organization, 
and therefore should not be 
charged with over-all administra- 
tion of the European recovery 
program, 

Marshall in effect accepted this 
position by stating that he had 
atudied and took no particular ex- 
ception to the Brookings Inatitu- 
tion’s suggestion for an independ- 
ent operational agency, which was 
sponsored by Senator Vandenberg, 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. It is the de- 
partment’s view that it has made 
no surrender on this point. From 
the beginning, it is held, Marshall 
was unwilling to assume responsi- 
bility for the economic side of the 
program, which will absorb, he 
holds, 80 per cent of its operations. 

His argument, which Baruch 
supported, was that the State De- 
partment should have supervision 
of measures touching on foreign 
policy, the conduct of which is in- 
trusted by the Constitution to the 
President and may be delegated 
by him to the Secretary of State. 


Stands Fast on Figure. 

Marshall stood fast, however, on 
the “precision” figure of $6,800,-

Let the Board Fight! 


Walter H. Fath of Valley Park, president of 
the Missouri Welfare League, makes a sound 
recommendation to the members of the State 


Training School Board which Gov. Donnelly has. 


fired. Mr. Fath proposes that the six members 
refuse to submit their resignations. He says that 
if a public hearing is held, the Missouri Welfare 
League would be glad to speak for the dis- 
missed board. 

State Senator Hawkins of Brumley is just as 
much outraged by the Governor’s summary ac- 
tion. Speaking as a member of the Senate’s 
Special Training School Committee, he told his 
chamber: 

The entire state should hang its head in 
shame, a constitutional body has been fired 
outright. The state, through the Constitution, 
undertook to take the training schools out 
of politics. If any board member resigns, 
it is back in politics. 

This is the strongest kind of support for the 
dismissed board. When Mr. Fath speaks, it is 
as head of those Missourians who have been 
enough interested in the Boonville problem and 
other social welfare issues to devote time and 
effort to them over the years. Senator Hawkins 
represents those in the Legislature who have 


tried to get something done in the face of gen- 


eral lack of interest and inertia. 

While it is for the six board members to de- 
cide what to do, we hope they will be enough 
encouraged by this support to demand a full 
public airing. The one way to fix responsibility 
fairly is to expose all aspects of the problem 
to view. 

Right now, the two best known facts are 
these: first, conditions are deplorable at the 
Boonville training school; second, the Governor 
has fired the board because he says the members 
“do not appreciate your responsibility.” 

That conditions are deplorable no one will 
deny. But it is not enough to know that the 
board has been fired for the reasons that the 
Governor gives. The board knows the condi- 
tions. It has proposed corrective measures. We 
reprint under the cartoon , extracts from 
an address by Louis J. Sharp, director of the 
training schools at Boonville, Chillicothe and Tip- 
ton. Mr. Sharp had made many of these recom- 


mendations before, as Gov. Donnelly and the 


Legislature know. 

The Training School Board cannot pass laws. 
It cannot appropriate funds. It can only rec- 
ommend what the training schools need. If the 
Legislature and Governor do not meet these 
needs, the board can either recommend again 
and again—or resign in protest at legislative 
and executive inaction. 

The responsibilities of the Legislature and the 
Governor are dramatized by developments which 


followed the executive's intemperate act in fir- 


ing the board. The Senate, which had perfected 
a bill for transfer of boys older than 16 to other 
institutions reconsidered the measure. After a 
talk with Gov. Donnelly it was decided that the 
Training School Board should have discretion 
to transfer regardless of age, since the char- 
acter of the boy rather than his age determines 
his fitness for the Boonville school. This bill 
was then reperfected and is now ready for Sen- 
ate passage, perhaps as early as Monday. 

Since this bill embodies one of the recom- 
mendations of Director Sharp and the Train- 
ing School Board, it now is the business of the 
Governor and the Legislature to go over the 
entire list of recommendations. That would 
make much more sense than a hasty demand 
for the resignation of those who are urging cor- 
rective legislation. : 

The board whose resignation the Governor 
has demanded are representative citizens from 
all over the state. Three are Democrats, three 
Republicans. Two are women, Mrs. Tom Stark 
of Louisiana and Mrs. Mayme H. Ousley of St. 
James. While all received their present appoint- 
ments from Gov. Donnelly, some, for example, 
Fred W. Naeter of Cape Girardeau, have been 
earnestly interested in training school needs for 
years. This board, says Mr. Fath, is “the best 
and strongest instrument developed to improve 
the situation.” To break it down is to make a 
bad situation worse.” 

If Chairman Wildeboor and his associates re- 
fuse to submit their resignations, and insist upon 
making clear to the public where the real re- 
sponsibility for the Boonville mess lies, they 
will do themselves and Missouri a service. Gov. 
Donnelly, in our opinion, has done the board an 
injustice, in his coldly legalistic way, and he 
should not be permitted to get away with it.

nonetheless established, and in due course there 
came the verdict: Not guilty as charged. 

Thus, the foundations of the commonwealth 
are no more secure, or insecure, for all this 
sorry spectacle. The trustees succeeded only in 
drawing a cloud over their institution—the cloud 
of doubt that it was not fully dedicated to the 
free and honest pursuit of the truth, the feeling 


tat truth must stand second to thought control. 


The issue here, of course, was that of freedom 
te speak and to teach. But, in a more practical 
way, the Wyoming case again raised questions 
about the fitness of many of those called on to 
preside over the policies of state universities. 


All too often they are petty politicians full of 
prejudice and presumption rather than men who 
understand that even Marx must be read to be 
refuted. 
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Why Taxes Shouldn’t Be Cut 


When the Republican majority on the House 
Ways and Means Committee sent the $6,300,000,- 
000 tax-cut bill to the floor, it ignored sound 
arguments which have been spelled out in Con- 
gress for more than a year. 

President Truman has explained in detail why 
it would not be wise to reduce taxes now. So 
has Bernard Baruch. 

1, The inflation is bad enough as it is. Tax 
reduction would make it even worse. 

2. The United States Government has commit- 
ted itself to the Truman Doctrine and the Mar- 
shall plan, to keep the European countries that 
do not want to become Communist from being 
starved into the Communist camp. The commit- 
ments will require more funds, not less—vastly 
more. 

3. The massive federal debt should be reduced. 

4. Businesses are booming, most people are 
employed, and national income is high. People 
are able to pay the taxes now. 

5. If a recession lies ahead, tax revenues will 
be automatically reduced by declines in employ- 
ment and national income. At the same time, 


there will be increased demands for expendi- 


tures for public works to provide employment. 
The country will be better able to weather the 
storm if it has built up its finances by maintain- 
ing taxes during the present full-production, full- 
employment period. 

President Truman said it in his budget mes- 
sage to Congress last year and repeated it in his 
message ‘vetoing the tax cut bill in June: “As 
long as business, employment and national in- 
come continue high, we should maintain tax 
revenues at levels that will not only meet cur- 
rent expenditures, but also leave a surplus for 
retirement of the public debt. There is no justi- 
fication now for tax reduction.” Bernard Baruch 
said it in his 11-point program submitted to the 
Senate last week: ‘Postpone tax reduction for 
two years, after which a five-year orderly reduc- 
tion of personal and corporate taxes combined 
with the systematic substantial lowering of the 
national debt which is a terrible threat to our 
security.” The same arguments apply, with dif- 
ferences in degree only, against the income tax 
reductions which President Truman recently pro- 
posed in a political counter to the Republicans. 

Against these excellent reasons for not cutting 
taxes now, there is only one reason for cutting 
them, and it is not a good one. It is to pay back 
the voters for the Republican victory at the polls 
in November 1946—or, if you are a Democrat, 
to keep the Republicans from making too much 
political profit next fall out of their agitation 
for tax cuts. B parties can give the voters 
more cause for support by way of a realistic tax 


policy. 
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Inflation Item 

Defeated in his effort to place an Air Force 
Major General in the chairmanship of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, President Truman has now 
met defeat on the civilian front as well. He in- 
vited George P. Baker, director of the Harvard 
School of Transportation, to this important post 
only to be told that the transportation expert, 
his wife and four children could not get along 
on the $10,000 a year Government pay. 

Two thoughts occur to us here. First, that the 
problem of getting qualified men into the Gov- 
ernment service, already most serious, is going 
to grow increasingly worse as living costs go up 
while Government salaries stay fixed. Second, 
that if a Harvard administrator and his family 
cannot get along on $10,000 a year in these in- 
flation times, what about millions of wage earn- 
ers whose pay envelope contains only a third or 
a fourth as much? 

The declination of Mr. Baker is a warning sig- 
nal. There have been many others as to the 
dangers of inflation. How long will Washington 
ignore them? 
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Mystery of the Eccles Axing 

Of-all the speculations about the reason for 
President Truman’s demotion of Marriner S. 
Eccles from the chairmanship of the Federal 
Reserve Board, it seems remarkable that not a 
single one has credited the President with any 
purpose higher than vote-getting. _ 

One speculation is that Mr. Truman was try- 
ing to appease the bankers against whose private 
interests it was Mr. Eccles’ duty to uphold the 
public interest whenever the two conflicted. An- 
other surmise is that some Democrats thought it 
would be easier to raise funds for the presiden- 
tial campaign this year if Mr. Eccles were kicked 


out of the chairmanship. Still another guess is 


that Mr. Truman was wooing the California 
vote by giving in to a California banker who 
wanted Mr. Eccles out. 

Nor is the unanimous ascription of small mo- 
tives to Mr. Truman the only remarkable aspect 
of the affair. No one on either side of the po- 
litical fence has had anything to say about Mr. 
Eccles that would justify his demotion. To the 
contrary, Republican Senator Tobey and Demo- 
cratic Senator Fulbright alike have praised him 
and deplored the demotion. Senator Fulbright's 
appraisal of Mr. Eccles is such as any man would 
be proud to be remembered by: “If there is such 
a thing as a ‘servant of the people,’ Eccles is 
one.” 

It is a strange reward which the President 
gives for 14 years’ distinguished service in a 
difficult job. Senator Tobey does well to pro- 
pose looking into the reasons behind it. None 
of the reasons that have been guessed at detract 
from Mr. les’ stature, or add to Mr. Truman’s. 
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Gross Injustice 


Franklin Miller has done a humane thing in 
calling attention to the injustice to persons con- 
victed of felonies who are held in the St. Louis 
jail for weeks or months before being taken to 
the Missouri penitentiary, at Jefferson City. The 
effect of this is to extend the sentence by just 
that much since no credit is received on time 
spent in city or county jails. 

Bad as this is, there is an aspect which is even 
worse. The reason for not sending prisoners 
to Jefferson City as they are convicted is be- 
cause the practice is to wait until a railroad 
passenger car is filled up. However, if a prisoner 
has money or relatives with means, he can, it 
is said, arrange a special trip by automobile. 
In other words, whether or not a prisoner does 
extra time is dependent on his pocketbook. 

The statute providing for commitment of 
prisoners uses such words as “forthwith” and 
“without delay. The practice of the sheriff's 
office, resulting though it may be from a policy 
of the Comptroller, is a violation of the law, as 
well as an injustice. Mr. Miller's well-aimed 
spotlight should produce immediate correction.

Head of State Training Schools listed Boonville needs in detail 
two months ago; transfer of older offenders to other institutions 
asked for, along with indeterminate sentence law and adequate 
buildings and staffs; Missouri lags behind other states in program.

ore the Missouri Welfare League in St. Louis, Dec. 9 


Missouri's 3 schools suffer from 
lack of public understanding and conse- 
quent lack of public support. The Train- 
ing School Board and I were fully aware 
of this when we started out and we be- 
come more convinced 
of it every day, 


For nearly 60 years 
the training schools 
were considered in- 
stitutions of punish- 
ment in which a 


- youngster was kept 


away from the com- 
munity where his be- 
havior caused trou- 
ble. Prior to 1900, 
the criminal insane, 
as well as dependent, 
neglected and delin- 
quent juveniles were 
all cared for in one . 
i een 
was recognized that the insane needed spe- 
cial care, as did feeble-minded children and 
adults. Still later it was generally agreed 
that children and adults should be sep- 
arated. 


More recently it has been recognized that 
delinquent boys and girls are in need of re- 
training and re-education. Because of the 
splendid vision of the State Constitutional 
Convention, the groundwork for revision of 
the training schools at Boonville, Chilli- 
cothe and Tipton was laid when they were 
classified as educational institutions and 
taken out of politics. 


In order to carry out the new State Con- 
stitution, we have a serious obligation to 
inaugurate and develop a system of modern 
training school operation, based on success- 
ful systems in other areas. I should like 
to outline what these successful systems 
include and what we must have if our 
schools are to rise in public estimation. We 
must have: 3 

1. A complete physical, mental and social 
study of the juvenile during a period of 
quarantine, designed to fit him into a 
course of study and training from which 
he can derive as much benefit as possible 
while he is committed to the school, 


2. The full-time services of trained coun- 
selors who can work not only with indi- 
viduals in the school, but also with their 
families in planning their return to the 
community. 

3. Complete medical services which not 
only can provide for the treatment of or- 
dinary illness and disease, but also do cor- 
rective and preventive work in the fields 
of mental and physical health. 


4. Psychological services which are ex- 
pertly related to the child’s training and 
education, 


5. An individualized and varied program 
of academic education and vocational train- 
ing and guidance, organized and conducted 
in accordance with the highest educational 
standards. 


6. A work program, designed to empha- 
size vocational guidance and occupational 


training for release, rather than mainte- 
nance duties. 

7. Day-long, year-round professionally or- 
ganized and directed recreation, both in- 
doors and outdoors, planned to serve every- 
one, 

8. A religious program so conducted as to 


» exercise a positive influence on the spiri- 


tual life of the individual. 


9. Institutional surroundings without re- 
pression or an atmosphere of punishment. 


Good discipline comes from high institu- 


tional and individual morale and can be 
achieved without harsh and unnecessary 
punishment. 

10. A release program based on a care- 
ful study of the child and his home and 
arranged at the time that is best for him 
and best for the community. 

11. A personnel program to provide staff, 
from superintendent to maintenance man, 
with the necessary technical knowledge and 
skills; adequately compensated and as- 
— of tenure based on satisfactory serv- 
ce, 

Certain recommendations which those of 
us in this work would like to bring to the 
attention of the public, and particularly of 
the General Assembly, are these: 

1, Appropriations adequate enough to pro- 
vide a sufficient number of well-paid, well- 
trained, career staff personnel at all three 
schools. 

2. Enactment of an indéterminate sen- 
tence law, so necessary in a modern train- 
ing school program. 

3. Provision for the transfer of older and 
incorrigible boys to other institutions of 
greater security. 

4. Legal provisions for the State Depart- 
ment of Education to have such authority 
over the training schools’ educational pro- 
grams as the department has in its super- 
vision of the public school system. 


5. Enactment of the recommendation 
made by the Senate Committee on Train- 
ing Schools that the apportionment of ap- 
propriations made to the institutions for 
the payment of teachers’ salaries, for edu- 
cational supplies and books, and for the 
general operational expense of these edu- 
cationdl programs, be charged to that part 
of the general revenue set apart for the 
support of free, public schools, 


6. An amendment to the State Teacher 
Retirement Act to provide for the inclusion 
in the retirement plan of all teachers in 
the training schools, as was also recom- 
mended by the Senate committee. 


7. Provision for a separate parole and 
placement service under the authority and 
direction of the Board of Training Schools. 


8. Appropriation of sufficient funds to 
complete modernization of physical plants. 


Let Missouri provide for these eight 
shortcomings and insist upon nothing but 
the most competent administration at the 
training schools, and Missouri will no long- 
er need to provide excuses for an anti- 
quated, undernourished and misdirected 
training school system. 


Wasn’t He Retired?

Between Book Ends 


Antidote for Communism 


WORLD COMMUNISM TODAY, by Martin Ebon. 

(Whittlesey House, New York.) 

This is an ambitious, serious study of 
Communism throughout the world. The 
author is a German-born journalist with ex- 
perience in such posts as information of- 
ficer for the State Department and con- 
sultant for the Foreign Policy Association, 


His thesis is that Communism: aims at 
world domination, that “world Communism” 
is another name for the Soviet Russian 
Communist party, 
and that ultimately 
Communists seek con- 
trol through revolu- 
tionary rather than 
parliamentary means, 
He is not, however, 
calling for a holy 
war against Russia. 
Rather, he advises us 
to “stop Communism 
by stopping poverty.” 
When liberal democ- 
racy succeeds in sat- 
isfying the longings 
ca of the people for se 
Mertin Ebon. curity—and liberty— 

he believes Commu- 
nism has more than met its match, pro- 
vided liberal democracy also succeeds in 
achieving a world outlook, Ebon believes: 


“Communism can be effectively confront- 
ed only by a newly developed force: ‘World 
patriotism,’ which accepts the challenge of 
tomorrow with an understanding of the 
interdependence of this small planet.” 

“Western civilization can answer Com- 
munism only by positive and constructive 
actions. It cannot fight Communism on the 
battlefields—in mountainous Greek Mace- 
donia, in China’s Shensi province, or in 
Near Eastern deserts—and expect to win 
lasting victory. The tractor is, in the end, 
a weapon superior to the tank. The fire 
in the hearth sheds more warmth than a 
flame thrower.” 

In general, Mr. Ebon has avoided the 
hysteria that usually marks books about 
Communism, both by its friends and by its 
foes. Perhaps it is inevitable that a book 
covering so much territory would contain 
some inaccuracies, In his chapter on 
Greece, Ebon noted that “recruits for an 
International Brigade were being selected 
from Spanish emigres” to fight with the 
Greek partisans—a report since discredited. 

Also, in his chapter on Czechoslovakia he 
makes it appear that the orientation of 
that country toward Russia and the sociali- 
zation of key industries in Czechoslovakia 
were measures taken under heavy Com- 
munist pressure, whereas to this writer's 
personal knowledge these decisions were 
taken by President Benes and his govern- 
ment-in-exile long before the liberation, and 
before the pressure of which Ebon speaks 
had developed. 

Perhaps even more en is the over-all 
view of Communism as a “world revolution” 
which pervades the book. One does not 
have to accept the claim that Russia has 
disavowed world revolution to believe that 
Soviet Russia is better understood as a 
nation than as a revolution; as a nation 
she may well have retained the remnant of 
hope of world revolution as a weapon of 
foreign policy. DONALD GRANT.

Currency Headaches. 


The event shows how necessary 
was Mr. Bevin's cautious and hesi- 
tant commitment to work toward 
European union, and yet how be- 
lated. Six months have elapsed 
since the Marshall offer of aid to 
a cooperating Europe. During 
these six months of mounting fi- 
nancial disorder concerted meas- 
ures have not been agreed to 
within the Monetary Fund or out- 
aide it. We have made more prog- 
ress here toward providing the 
aid than Europe has toward pro- 
viding the co-operation. 


The need for bold and unusual 
measures of agreement was quite 
evident. All last winter it was 
plain that the pound sterling. the 
franc, the lira and many others, 
though not all of the currencies 
of Western Europe, were worth 
lees in relation to the dollar than 
the official rates of exchange. 
The black market, which was the 
nearest thing to the real market, 
showed that, as did the claborate 
red tape and the bureaucratic 
regulations needed to maintain 
the artifical legal price. 

Not only were these currencies 
artificially high in relation to the 
dollar; they were also artificially 
related to one another. Therefore, 
as each country tries separately 
to get right with the dollar, it 
makes trouble with its neighbors. 


Necessary Agreements. 


If the whole thing is to be set 
right, agreements among the 
Europeans is necessary in order 
that they may be stabilized with 
the dollar. At the same 
agreement will be necessary here 
in order that the dollar, which is 
depreciating, may be stabilized in 
relation to gold and other inter- 
national commodities. 

This financial disorder is the 
result of inertia, isolationism, in- 
sujarity, unpreparedness, and in- 
decision.

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U. S. in All Winter Olympics Except Possibly Hockey, Brundage Says 


New ‘Move 
For Tourney

ST. MORITZ, Switzerland, Jan. 
29 (AP)—Avery Brundage, pres- 
ident of the United States Olympic 
Committee, tonight announced 
that all United States teams, ex- 
cept possibly the Olympic ice 
hockey team, would participate in 
the fifth winter games opening to- 
morrow, 

Suddenly the cloudy Olympic 
picture was cleared on the very 
eve of the games. 

Previously, the International 
Olympic Committee voted 16 to 10 
to ban both the disputed United 
States hockey teams from the 
games and proposed that the 
Olympic ice hockey tournament be 
dispensed with and a world ice 
hockey championship held. 

The International Ice Hockey 
Federation was expected to an- 
nounce shortly its reaction to the 
proposal. 

This solution is satisfactory to 
Brundage, who had declared the 
United States would not partici- 
pate in the games if the Amateur 
Hockey Association team played 
in the Olympics. 

Brundage Shouts “Victory.” 

Brundage termed the I.0.C.’s 
two-team ban a great victory for 
amateur sports and said:

less requirements not germane to 
any lawful exercise of legislative 
authority or protective of any 
public interest. 


“The civil rights of the plaintiff 
under the first amendment are 
both directly and indirectly re- 
strained, abridged and impeded by 
the statute because of its en- 
croachment upon the rights of 
peaceful association, assembly and 
petition as well as its restraints 
upon the rights of freedom of 
speech and of the press, 


“By the requirements of filing, 
registration and reporting in sec- 
tions 305 and 308 of the statute 
plaintiffs are required to submit 
to unreasonable searches in which 
they are compelled to give evi- 
dence against themselves for use 
in criminal prosecutions, contrary 
to the fourth and fifth amend- 
ments.” 


In a statement made public 
when the suit was filed Morris 
Sayre, N. A. M. president, said the 
association “is primarily a service 
organization to its members with 
relatively little interest in lobby- 
ing as it understands the term.” 


“While agreeing to supply addi- 
tional information in good faith,” 
he went on, “the N.A.M. could ob- 
tain no assurance from the de- 
partment that either N.A.M.’s in- 
terpretation of the act or the de- 
partment’s present interpretation 
would satisfy the requirements of 
the law as the court may later 
determine, 

“The Justice Department had 
admitted that compliance with its 
current interpretation would give 
no protection against different 
and more burdensome interpreta- 
tions by future department offi- 
Clals, Because of this confusion, 
it is obvious that a judicial de- 
termination of the law is neces- 
sary to protect individuals as well 
as organizations. 

One of the points made in the 
suit is that the act, which it is 
now acknowledged was loosely 
written, contains six conflicting 
definitions of “person.” 

Under “definitions” the act, 
which contains 11 sections, says 
“the term ‘person’ includes an in- 
dividual, partnership, committee, 
association, corporation and any 
other organization or group of 
persons,” ’

The cost of Government has gone 
up far more since 1939 than the 
cost of food, clothing and other 
essentials, the National Industrial: 
Conference Board said yesterday. 

The private research organiza- 


tion said federal tax revenue per 
person increased by 677 per cent 
from 1940 to 1947. This was ex- 
clusive of federal payroll taxes 
for social security. 

The analysis said that income 
taxes now produce three-fourths 
of federal revenue and excise 
taxes have been losing their rela- 
tive importance in the federal tax 
structure. 

“In 1940,“ said the analysis, 
“these levies furnished close to 
40 per cent of the tax revenues; 
now they supply less than 20 per 
cent.” 

The rising cost of Federal Gov- 
ernment is only part of the high 
tax picture, said the conference 
board. State tax collections, the 
analysis declared, have increased 
75 per cent in the last seven years 
and reached about six billion dol- 
lars in 1947. The 155,000 cities, 
towns and other local govern- 
ments collected five billion dollars 
in 1946, 

The analysis added that taxes 
amounted to more than 25 per 
cent of the total national income 
in 1946, compared with less than 
17 per cent a decade earlier.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29— A suit 
by the National Association of 
Manufacturers to clarify the na- 
tional Regulation-of4Lobbying Act 
and to restrain the Department of 
Justice from enforcing statutory 
penalties until it is clarified was 
on file in United States District 
Court here today. 


The civil action is concerned, 
specifically with whether the asso- 
ciation as such is required to com- 
ply with certain provisions of the 
law. Five Washington employes of 
the N.A.M. have registered under 
the act as individuals. 

An association spokesman told 
the Post-Dispatch it was decided 
to file the suit after the Depart- 
ment of Justice, which recently 
set up a special section to inquire 
into lobbying, asked the Associa- 
tion to file a list of its receipts 
and expenditures on “Form A” 
and provided a rough formula for 
this purpose. 

The N.A.M, disputed the efficacy 
of the formula and determined to 
seek a test of the act when it was 
unable, the spokesman said, to get 
assurance from the Department of 
Justice that it would not be re- 
quired subsequently to take other 
action under other interpretations. 
Meanwhile Form A will be filed in 
as complete a manner as possible, 
the spokesman added. 

Confusion About Law. 


Since the lobbying act was 
passed as part of the La Follette- 
Monroney legislative reorganiza- 
tion act of 1946 there has been 
much confusion as to its applica- 
bility to organizations such as the

FOR ATOM AGE OPENS 


U.S. Commission to Spend 
Million Annually on Train- 
ing and Research. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (UP)— 
The Atomic Energy Commission 


today launched an “urgent” mil- 
lion-dollar-a-year training pro- 
gram to help prepare this country 
for the atomic future. 

It announced a fellowship pro- 
gram, to be administered by the 
national research council of the 
National Academy of Sciences, for 
“training qualified persons for ca- 
reers in the medica! and biological 
aspects of atomic energy.” 

The commission has set aside 
about $1,000,000 for the first year, 
and plans to appropriate a similar 
sum for each of the following four 
or five years. 

The essential 

rogram is to: 
8 111 Create reserves of medical 
personnel capable of taking care 
of casualties in the event of an 
atomic attack, (2) overcome the 
“serious shortage” of persons sci- 
entifically trained to cope with 
the peacetime industrial hazards 
of atomic energy, (3) Advance use 
of atomic energy for treatment of 
plant and animal diseases, (4) 
Spur scientific investigation of 
mysteries in plant growth and at- 
tack the problems of heredity 
changes as manifested at Hiro- 
shima by the mutations wrought 
in germ cells by radiation from 
exploding atoms. 

In the first year of the program 
the commission hopes to enroll 
about 50 medical doctors, 50 doc- 
tors of philosophy in the biolog- 
ical sciences, and about 100 college 
ax university graduates. 

Much of the training work will 
te done in the commission's own 


facilities.

The campus demonstration was 
witnessed by about 1000 students. 
It was held before class work 
opened for the second semester 
and followed the denial of Mrs. 
Ada Lois Sipuel Fisher's applica- 
tion for admission to the univer- 
sity law school on the grounds the 
state established a separate school 
for Negroes at Oklahoma City 
last week. Six other Negroes 
sought admission yesterday to 
four graduate schools. 

The demonstration, which was 
orderly, opened with the reading 
of the amendment, which provides 
for equal citizenship for all races 
and creeds, 

Howard Friedman, a senior from 
Oklahoma City, told the group: 
“We protest any type of discrimi- 
nation. Those who say We can 
have equality under separate 
schools are blind.“ 

Three students took part in the 
actual ceremony but an undeter- 
mined number of others assisted 
in preliminary arrangements, such 
as setting up the public address 
system. 

He pointed out the Negroes 
were denied entrance on race 
alone. “The university is to de- 
velop minds, not preserve color 
lines,” Friedman added. 

Oklahoma's constitution pro- 
vides for segregation of Negroes 
and whites in schools, but a re- 
cent United States Supreme Court 
decision on an appeal by Mrs. 
Fisher held the state & must provide 
equal education facilities for both 
races. 

Other developments in the racial 
controversy : 

At Austin, Tex., last night Thur- 
good Marshall, attorney for the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, said 
that six or eight Texas Negroes 
would apply for graduate work 
soon. A hearing was scheduled 
here today by the Appeals Court 
on the motion of Heman Marion 
Sweatt, Houston Negro, that the 
University of Texas be forced to 
admit him. He has made no éf- 
fort to enroll in the law school in 
the new state university for Ne- 
groes. 

At Liberty, Mo., 
Jewell College denied an applica- 
tion of the Rev. William L. Blake. 
Negro Baptist pastor, because of 
the school’s policy on racial mat- 
ters.

Get Fair Chance to Bid 


on Carrier. 


A proposal] by Guy A. Thompson, 
trustee of the Missouri Pacific 
Lines, to sell the railroad’s bus 


lines to American Bus Lines, Inc., 
of Chicago, for $3,820,000, plus 
profits for a stipulated period, was 
overruled yesterday by United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore. 

Thompson's petition for author- 
ity to make the sale was denied 
after a day-long hearing at which 
representatives of two other bus 
operators, testifying on an appli- 
cation to intervene, said their com- 
panies had not been given a fair 
opportunity to submit a bid on the 
bus subsidiary, the Missouri Pa- 
cific Transportation Co, 

After denying Thompson's peti- 
tion as well as the intervening pe- 
tition of the Continental Rus Sys 
tem and Dixie Motor Lines, both 
of Dallas, Tex., Judge Moore di- 
rected Thompson to ask for cash 
bids on the bus line and to set a 
date for filing such bids after giv- 
ing interested parties due notice. 

Testimony on Bidding. 

Carl B. Calloway, an attorney 
for the two Texas companies, tes- 
tified at length on efforts by the 
companies to get information from 
P. J. Neff, chief executive officer 
of Missouri Pacific Lines, on which 
to formulate bids. 

He said his clients could and 
would bid more for the property 
than anyone else because the bus 
line was essential to the growth 
of the two companies. The Mis- 
souri Pacific Transportation Co. 
operates through the same seven- 
state territory served by the rail- 
road. 

$4,100,000 Offer Reported. 

Calloway testified his companies 
had made a joint cash offer of 
$4,100,0000 for the lines with the 
transfer of ownership to be retro- 
active to June 30 of last year. The 
amount is $280,000 higher than 
the bid of Chicago interests but 
Neff argued the Chicago bid per- 
mitted the railroad to retain prof- 
its of the bus line until the 
transfer received approval of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Call®way replied such an arrange- 
ment was an attempt by Neff to 
speculate on profits which might, 
or might not, have materialized. 

Calloway testified his companies 
were given one week in which to 
submit a bid after they learned 
the Missouri Pacific had received 
bids from American Bus Lines 
and the Greyhound system. 


CHICAGO SUN AND TIMES MERGE 
TO FORM 24-HOUR NEWSPAPER 


CHICAGO, Jan. 29 (UP) — The 
morning Chicago Sun and after- 
noon Chicago Times, owned by 
Marshall Field, announced today 
that they will merge into a 24-hour 
newspaper to be known as the 
Chicago Daily Sun and Times, 
The merger will be effective Mon- 
day. Field purchased the Times, 
a tabloid, last summer. Last Oct. 
1 he moved the Sun, a standard- 
sized paper to the Times plant and 
changed it to tabloid size. 

The announcement, in the first 
editions of the Sun’s Thursday 
morning paper, said: 

“The Daily Sun and Times will 
combine the news and picture 
facilities of the morning Sun and 
afternoon Times, It will print the 
most important features, colum- 
nists and comics of both papers. 
In newspaper lingo it will be a 
‘round-the-clock paper with morn- 
ing and evening edition.” 

It referred also to “more effi- 
cient use of production and dis- 
tribution facilities in a period of 
higher costs for newspaper, in- 
creasing wages, and other eco- 
nomic pressures,” 


PUBLIC HEARING ON KEEPING 


BENTON PLACE PUBLIC STREET 


A public hearing | on a bill pend- 
ing in the Board of Aldermen to 
repeal an ordinance passed in 
1946 making Benton place a pub- 
lic thoroughfare has been sched- 
uled for Feb. 20 to afford resi- 
dents an opportunity to express 
their divergent views as to how 
the street should be maintained. 

Mrs. Retta Strantz Reed, one of 
the property owners in Benton 
place, and a leader of the group 
which wants the street to remain 
a public thoroughfare, said that 
the holes in the street become 
“canyons” under the private 
status. She wants the city to 
maintain the street and install 
street lights. 

Proponents of the repeal bill 
pending in the aldermanic board 
contend designation of the street 
as a public one gives free access 
to it to anyone and detracts from 
its privacy. Alderman Joseph R. 
Slay of the Seventh Ward, in 
whose ward the street is located, 
asked that the public hearing be 
held to “let them fight it out.” 


V. F. CARPENTER FILES FOR 
TREASURER ON G.0.P, TICKET 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 29 
(UP) — Verner F. Carpenter of 
Jefferson City, a former deputy 
bank commissioner, yesterday 
filed for the Republican nomina- 
tion for state treasurer—the first 
Republican to bid for the office. 

Carpenter for many years was 
a Moniteau county banker at Call- 
fornia. He was appointed a state 
deputy bank commissioner during 
the administration of former Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell. 

For the last three years Carpen- 
ter has been the executive officer 
in charge of the correspondent 
bank division of a St. Louis bank. 
He has never sought an elective 
office.

SOVIET CRITICISM 
FAILS TO END TALK |:

Yugoslavia, Albania Ap- 
pear to Be Backing Di- 
mitrov’s Plan Despite 


Pravda.

LONDON, Jan. 29 (AP)—Yugo- 
slavia and Albania appeared today 
to be backing a Balkan-Danubian 
confederation despite Russian 
criticism. 

Bulgarian Premier Georgi Di- 
mitrov, former head of the Com- 
munist International, proposed the 
confederation Jan. 17. The Mos- 
cow newspaper Pravda, a Commu- 
nist party organ, rejected the idea 
and Polish Government sources 
expressed opposition today, 

Premier Marshal Josip (Tito) 
Broz of Yugoslavia publicly has 
acvocated a federation. Belgrade 
dispatches quoted a source close 
to his Goverfment as saying to- 
day: 

“We already have plans for a 
customs unien with most of the 
countries involved and it will only 
be a matter of stabilizing the 
economies and equalizing their 
monies before we can realize this 
aim.“ 

Communist Premier Enver Hox- 
ha of Albania told his Parliament 
that Albanians were united with 
Yugoslavia and Bulgaria “until 
death.” A Belgrade dispatch said 


| Hoxha added that the states would 


become “strong and worthy mem- 
bers of a democratic, anti-imperi- 
alist front headed by the Soviet 
Union.” His speech emphasized 
the closest possible ties with Yugo- 
sla via. 

A British Foreign Office spokes- 
man said in comment on Pravda's 
opposition to the confederation: 

“It’s easier to control a number 
of medium sized satellites than a 
large federation.” 

Polish Government sources in 
Warsaw said that country would 
oppose formation of a federation. 
A Polish spokesman said the na- 
tion was pursuing its own path of 
development and felt that any bloc 
would be detrimental. 

The Czechoslovak Foreign Office 
in Prague declined comment. For- 
eign Minister Jan Masaryk let it 
be known he would discuss Dimi- 
trov’s proposal and British For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin's pro- 
posal for a union in Western Eu- 
rope, before the National Assem- 
bly Feb. 4.

IN THE COURSE of the last 25 or 30 years 
the old frame containing the youthful Uncle Jim 
has deteriorated considerably. The pasteboard 
support has had its back broken. One of the 
catches that kept the back in place is missing, 
and the other is too loose to do any good. 

The new photograph will have to be cut to fit 
the old frame. Even with the most careful 
measurement it will probably be cut too long on 
one side and too short on the other. But with 
a little judicious trimming it may be made to 
go in, even if the photograph does not sit up 
straight and an open space shows along the 
bottom. 
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FRANKLY, it is not a perfect job. For lack 
of support of its own, the frame will have to be 
propped against the books on the living room 
table. .And the whole thing will come apart 
whenever anybody dusts. However, that has 
been happening with Uncle Jim for the last 
quarter of a century, and might just as well go 
on happening with the new photograph. The 
important point is that not a penny has been 
expended unnecessarily. 

Givers of photographs may object to the, in- 
different manner in which their likenesses are 
treated. If they do they should be reminded 
that they might have fared better had they made 
a gift of a frame along with the photo.

learning more of that culture by 
bringing it from its hiding places 


and sharing it with the groups 


she forms. There are many of 
these in the East, Middl est 
and South and it is the hope of 
Miss Gadd that there wil] be such 
groups all over the country. 

Here in St. Louis Miss Gadd is 
making contacts with interested 
individuals and groups with the 
expectation ef returning later 
from the Pacific coast and re- 
maining for several weeks, organ- 


izing and co-ordinating. The plan 
is for leaders to be found to give 
instructions at weekly meetings 
preliminary to appearance of per- 
forming groups at parties and 
festivals. It is the intention that 
ultimately all local groups will be 
formed into a center for collective 
activities, 

Callers are what square dancers 
are most in need of, for they are 
scarce and not many have an apti- 
tude for it. In England it is worse 
because callers are an American 
contribution. It is only now that 
in England the need of them is 
being felt. It is something that 
the war did. “Miss Gadd found 
that out last year when she went 
over to study recent developments 
there and to give training courses 
and hold community dance eve- 
nings under the auspices of the 
English society, with which the 
American society is still affiliated, 
although entirely independent. 

What the war did was to bring 
into contact the country dancers 
wf America and the community 
dancers of England. There fol- 
lowed demonstrations of the 
dances of the two countries, which 
resulted in greatly increased inter- 
est over there in the American 

uare dance and the utilization 

callers. It was a fair exchange, 
the Britishers learning the Ameri- 
dan dances and the Americans 
learning the English dances, When 
the Americans came away, how- 
ever, the English were left without 
callers and Miss Gadd was in de- 
mand for training them. 

An interesting thing is that in 
both countries the dances are be- 
ing taken up by the young people, 
recapturing the culture that the 
old folks had almost permitted to 
disappear. Folk dancing is com- 
ing to have a large acceptance for 
recreational purposes. During the 
war the USO made extensive use 
of the dances for soldiers and hos- 
ital — In places they have 

en brought into use with advan- 
tage at veterans’ hospitals. In 
schools and colleges the physical 
education, dance and music de- 
partments are introducing them. 


In St. Louls Miss Gadd, staying 
at the Warwick Hotel, has had the 
co-operation of Miss Gertrude 
Knott, director of the National 
Folk Festival, which is to be giv- 
en here again this year. Miss 
Gadd is on the board of directors 
of the folk festival.

Answer; These sprains usually 
result from the sudden turning of 
the ankle inward or outward 
under the weight of the body. 
The tissues and structure of this 
area become damaged and there

Joint. When the ligaments tear, 


the bone usually does not break. 
However, on occasion, the torn 
ligament may pull the surfaee of 
the bone loose where this attaches. 
This is referred to as a sprain 
fracture.

Man Behind Great Books Program Here 


Youthful Ray Wittcoff Is Neither Professional Educator Nor Long-Haired Theorist

LL over St. Louls this 
Avan executives and truck 

drivers, Junior Leaguers and 
girls who belong to the fallen arch 
department of downtown stores 
are reading Plato’s “Apologia” and 
“Crito.”. People from every walk 
of life and every lane of social 
standing are taking part in the 
Great Books program, the group 
discussions of the greatest books 
of the Western world which began 
Jan, 15, and which from all indica- 
tions will go on indefinitely. To 
date 2000 St. Louisans have en- 
rolled in 38 groups, conducted by 
76 leaders, but so many more per- 
sons have indicated a desire to 
enroll that new classes for instruc- 
tors are being set up. 


The man responsible for bring- 
ing the Great Books program to 
St. Louis is neither a professional 
educator nor a long-haired theor- 
ist, but a tall, boyish-faced young 
man, Ray Wittcoff, vice president 
of the Caradine Hat Co., an organ- 
ization which, he says, has nothing 
to do with the manufacture of 


great books. 


“I'm being used as living proof 
that anyone can be a Great Books 
leader,” Wittcoff insists with more 
modesty than accuracy. Actually 
Dr. Robert M. Hutchins, chancel- 
lor of the University of Chicago 
and founder of the program, terms 
Wittcoff the best student he ever 
had at the University of Chicago, 
“or any place else, for that mat- 
ter.“ At the moment he is un- 
doubtedly the most harried, so 
much so that the only interview 
time we could manage to get was 
on an eastbound train we both 
happened to be taking, and Witt- 
coff's opening remark was that he 
was considering the feasibility of 
engaging in a book-burning pro- 
gram next. 


“It hasn't come to that yet,” he 
said, “but the program has ex- 
ceeded by far what we'd expected. 
Our main problem now is how to 
accommodate the overflow. Last 
week alone 15 ‘additional groups 
called to find out how they could 
organize. We seem to have set off 
a kind of chain reaction and if 
it's like what has happened in 
other cities it’s only the begin- 
ning.” 


Wittcotf’s first acquaintance 
with the Great Books program 
was at the University of Chicago 
where he worked with Dr. 
Hutching on the program for sev- 
eral years after graduation. His 
work there was interrupted by 
four years in the Navy, in which 
time he was engaged in such 
pursuits as anti-submarine war- 


fare and teaching basic English 
to 1000 Chinese. When he left mili- 
tary service he went into his 
father’s manufacturing business 
here but retained the idea that 
St. Louis, like many other cities 
throughout the country, could 
organize a Great Books program 
of its own. 

“My original idea was that 30 
or 40 of us could get together and 
spend two hours every week or 80 
in interesting discussions,” he 
said, Then in a conversation with 
Chancellor Hutchins 1 learned 
that a number of St. Louisans had 
read about the program in na- 
tional magazines and had written 
to find out how they could organ- 
ize groups. When I found that 
they represented not what we 
think of as “book lovers” but a 
real cross section, it appeared 
the only way to approach it was 
on a community-wide basis. On 
my own initiative and with the 
encouragement of Chancellor 
Hutchins I took the matter up 


with certain St. Louisans last 


September.” 
* * * 


HE institutions whose bless- 
T ing Wittcoff obtained included 

the Adult Education Council, 
Board of Education, St. Louis 
Public Library, St. Louis Univer- 
sity, and Washington University. 
Machinery was quickly put into 
work as churches, schools, clubs 
and business firms were informed 
of the program, and a two-woek 
period of instruction was set up, 
for volunteer leaders. Throughout, 
the idea of informality rather 
than a formal classroom atmos- 
phere was stressed and school 
teachers were told they could 
qualify as leaders only if they put 
aside their scholarly habits. 

“The idea is that the books are 
the teachers,” Wittcoff says, “and 
the kind of person best fitted to 
lead groups is the kind who likes 
to ask questions rather than give 
answers. Also the sort of person 


with a curiosity about ideas, and 
a sense of humor. Good humor, 
we've found, is the lubricating oil 
for an exchange of ideas.“ 

Chancellor Hutchins came to St. 
Louis to inaugurate the program 
on Jan. 15 and he and Wittcoff 
held a sample discussion with 16 
St. Louisans at a mass meeting at 
Soldan High School, which more 
than 2000 persons attended. This 
mass meeting, it developed, was 
only a hint of the eventual suc- 
cess of the enrollment; the oppor- 
tunity for greater knowledge, for 
a discussion of human problems 
seemed to strike a common chord 
everywhere, 

“One reason why people read 
and discuss great books,” Wittcoff 
says, “is that, broadly speaking, 
they are troubled. They feel a 
duty to inquire into some of the 
basic problems relating to in- 
dividual happiness and the good 
of society. They believe that the 
best thinking of all ages may 
have some bearing on the prob-

“What we're really doing in this 
is to get in on a conversation that 
the great minds have been having 
across the ages.

60 O ONE is doing it for 
vocational reasons or aca- 
demic degrees,” he em- 

phasized. “In the words of last 
year’s song hit, they’re doin’ what 
comes naturally.” I think Aris- 
totle would agree with that. He 
said men by nature desire to 
know. In fact nature requires 
that we use the equipment we 
have. If we don't keep our 
digestive system nourished by 
good food, we become pale and 
listless. If we don’t nourish our 
intellect with good ideas we be- 
come intellectually pale and list- 
less and this will be reflected in 
our conversation, in our thinking, 
in our political behavior.” 

While Wittcoff admits with a 
grin that the American Associa- 
tion of Gin Rummy enthusiasts 
might find the Great Books pro- 
gram subversive, he believes most 
People find it stimulates their 
social life. 

“Being a bachelor, I cannot 
spea!. authoritatively,” he said, 
“but I understand that husbands 
and wives have found they enjoy 
belonging to Great Books groups 
together and that they discover 
new interests in common, One 
housewife said belonging to a 
Great Books group with her hus- 
band had brought all sorts of new 
thrills. Recently her husband 
awakened her in the middle of 
the night and asked, ‘Darling, do 
you think that Socrates would 
have signed the Declaration of In- 
dependence?’” (Well, that's the 
story, anyway.) 

Promoters of the program are 
most enthusiastic about the wide 
variety of persons who have en- 
rolled, and feel that if the 15,000,- 
000 Hutchins hopes to enroll in 
the nation-wide program materi- 
alizes, it may result in far more 
intelligent thought and actions. 

“But in spite of this high 
sounding stuff,” Wittcoff says, 
“we're not pretending to save the 
we dor save people's souls. Our 
program offers no panacea, no 
short cut to culture, no education- 
al cure-all. What we insist on 
stressing, first and foremost, is 
that reading great books can be 
fun.”

W HEN a declarer must aeecide 
the age-old issue of whether 
to draw trumps or not, he 
should put this question to him- 
self: “If I start to draw trumps 


and run up against a non-break . 


of the suit, will I (or dummy) 
have enough trumps left to give 
me the time to take that finesse 
that must be taken, and or to set 
up that side suit that must be 
established ?” 

The logical answer to this ques- 
tion automatically points out the 
proper line of play. Consider this 
simple but typical case: 

South, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 

North-South 30 part-score. 


The bidding: 
South West 
lspade Pass 
Pass Pass 

West led the heart queen. Dum- 
my’s ace won and declarer imme- 
diately cashed the ace and the 
king of trumps. He was highly 
disgusted at the trump break but, 
carrying on bravely, he tried the 
diamond finesse. West's king 
captured the jack and now West 
took over the pleasant duty of 
trump-drawing! Soon the hands 
were on a no-trump basis, and 
West then exited with a club. De- 
clarer ended up by losing two 
spades, one heart, one diamond 
and one elub—and, incidentally, 
the contract that would have 
meant game and rubber. 


South should not have been in 
such a hurry to take out the op- 
ponents’ trumps—and with them, 
his own! At the second trick, or 
certainly after leading only one 
round of trumps, he should have 
taken the diamond finesse. Even 
though it lost, he now would be 
able to discard two clubs from 
dummy on the established dia- 
monds, and if West tried to stop 
this by ruffing the fourth dia- 
mond, it would only cost him one 
of his precious trump tricks. 


Another way the hand could 
have been made was by establish- 
ing dummy’s fourth heart before 
losing control of the clubs.

May Require 
A Specialict|

who seems to want to cry in

WHAT IS his mother to do? 
First, have him examined by the 
children’s specialist. Make cer- 
tain that there is no physical or 
mental disturbance at work. Usual- 
ly the physician who understands 
little children can help a mother 
find the cause of such behavior. 
Something is wrong somewhere. 
It may be physical, it may be 
emotional, it may be just poor 
training. Only careful examina- 
tion of the child and his back- 
ground will decide what is wrong 
and what can be done. 

This child should live in as 
calm an atmosphere as possible. 
He should not be scolded nor 
frightened. He should not be given 
anything he cries for. And he 
should have the immediate atten- 
tion of the children's specialist.

ROUND this time of year the 
Abu of homemade jellies, 

preserves and marmalades 
have just about reached rock bot- 
tom, But one sure thing, the fam- 
ily’s desire for them is just as 
keen as ever. Fortunately, our 
modern food supplies provide the 
homemaker with ingredients to 
make the best of such confections 
the year around, Perhaps among 
your own canned foods you'll dis- 
cover peaches you can spare or 
juices or purees of different kinds 
with which you can readily make 
preserves, jelly or jam. If you 
don't have such you can buy 
canned fruits and juices at the 
corner grocery. When you start 
this job, begin in a business-like 
way. First, collect the ingredients 
necessary for whatever you're 
making. Get out jelly glasses or 
pint jars, wash clean and sterilize 
(boil 15 minutes). Make sure you 
have enough paraffin when melted 
to give your jellies, etc., a good 
top-coating. Get household duties 
out of the way before starting be- 
cause making perfect jellies and 
preserves require time to cook. 
Preserves have to be cooked slowly 
—just fast enough for the syrup to 
roll lazily over the fruit and long 
enough to cook down to a luscious 
thick or waxy-like consistency. 
Fruit, such as peaches and pears 
must be concentrated to a rose 
color and acquire a rich flavor 
that matches the color. When 
jelly and jam is made with com- 
mercial pectin, the actual work is 
not so much, but filling glasses, 
covering and storing all adds up 
the time. Providing a place where
